We  Approve  Hudgins’

On  another  page  wgl  be  found 
an  article  bwl)r.  W.  Douglas  Hud¬ 
gins.  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Jackson,  entitled.  “Suggests  Mer¬ 
ger  of  Radio  Commission  and 
Home  Board.*  The  same  matter 
was  discussed  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  Christian  Index.  Georgia  Bap¬ 
tists’  state  paper,  by  the  editor, 
John  Jeter  Hurt,  Jr.  Both  Dr.  Hud¬ 
gins  and  Kditor  Hurt  suggest  that 
now  is  a  favorable  time  to  merge 
the  Radio  Commission  with  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  The  Radio 
Commission  is  without  a  secretary 
since  (tie  death  of  Dr.  I>owe.  The 
Home  Mission  Board  will  soon  be 
without  a  secretary  due  to  the  re¬ 
tirement  ,of  I>r.  I-awrence.  This 
makes  the  present  time  favorable 
for  a  merger.  There  are  also  many 
reasons  fyf  the  merger. 

If  ever  the  merger  is  to  be  made 
the  time  is  NOW. 

If  both  agencies  had  secretaries 
there  would  be  a  lively  fight  con¬ 
cerning  consolidation.  Rut  now 
with  cs-e  agency  without  a  secre¬ 
tary  and  the  other  seeking  a  suc¬ 
cessor  to  the  retiring  secretary,  the 
time  is  favorable.  And  the  reasons 
for  consolidation  are  always  favor- 
aide.  The  two  agencies  are  located 
in  the  same  city.  The  two  agencies 
are  doing  similar  work  in  some 
lines.  Administrative  expenses 
would  be  reduced,  as  both  the  edi¬ 
tor  and  the  pastor  suggest.  Why 
have  two  agencies  doing  the  same 
thing  when  one  could  do  it?  Any 
money  saved  by  consolidation 
could  well  be  spent  otherwise.

It  is  a  regu¬ 
lar  offering  and  is  a  part  of  our 
program. 

It  is  not  our  duty  to  tell  Baptists 
what  to  do,  but  there  is  no  law 
to  forbid  us  reminding  them  of 
opportunities. 

Some  churches  give  nothing  or 
small  amounts  to  our  mission  pro¬ 
gram.  This  is  an  opportunity. 
Other  churches  have  many  mem¬ 
bers  who  give  little  or  nothing  to 
the  church  program.  Some  of 
these  would  give  if  the  opportun¬ 
ity  were  presented. 

It  is  true  that  at  least  a  million, 
probably  more,  of  our  more  than 
seven  million  Southern  Raptists 
never  give  anything.  There  are 
otlter  millions  who  give  far  leas 
than  the  tithe.  If  every  pastor  in 
the  state  would  secure  envelopes 
and  distribute  them,  many  people, 
some  good  givers — others  poor 
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givers  -would  make  some  kind  of 
an  offering.  The  total  amount 
would  be  worthy. 

May  we  urge  every  pastor  and 
every  Sunday  school  superinten¬ 
dent  to  see  that  a  supply  of  en¬ 
velopes  is  on  hand  and  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  everybody  to  make  an 
offering  is  given.  In  some  church¬ 
es  March  29  will  not  be  a  conveni¬ 
ent  day.  If  so,  set  the  most  con¬ 
venient  time  and  TAKE  THE  OF¬ 
FERING.

All  That  Money 

Not  many  years  ago,  the  prob¬ 
lem  among  our  Baptist  people 
was:  “How  can  we  get  the  mon¬ 
ey?”  It  is  different  today.  Thanks 
to  God’s  blessings  and  more  than  a 
generation  of  emphasis  on  Chris¬ 
tian  stewardship  and  giving,  the 


funds  are  really  “rolling  in”.  And 
onr  great  problem  now  is  to  make 
sure  that  we  use  carefully  and 
wisely  “all  that  money". 

Just  a  few  years  ago,  our  State 
Mission  budget  wss  $10,000.  Now 
it  is  about  $200,000.  The  Week  of 
Prayer  offering  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  was  over  $2,000,000  in  1951, 
over  against  a  total  income  for 
the  Foreign  Hoard  for  all  purposes 
in  19X1  of  about  $500,000;  while 
the  total  income  for  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  in  1951  waw-unorr  than  $$,- 
000.000.  Church  budgets  have  in¬ 
creased  from  100  per  cent  to  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  per  cent.  The  assneia- 
tional  budget  for  Jones  County  is 
$10,000  this  year.  And  even  when 
we  allow  for  inflation,  we  must 
realise  tint  we  are  handling  huge 
sums  of  the  lead’s  funds  today. 
Let  ns  pray  for  great  wisdom  and 
divine  guidance  in  using  all  this 
money. 

Pastors,  we  were  ready  to  re¬ 
ceive  salary  increases  when  we 
were  sorely  underpaid.  Are  we 
just  as  ready  to  decline  a  raise 
adieu  we  are  offered  more  than  we 
could  justly  expect  in  God's  sight? 
Was  a  Baptist  Church  in  North 
Carolina  justified  m  spending  $50,- 
000  for  a  pastor’s  home?  We  were 
so  liappy  when  we  began  to  see 
our  church  buddings  made  respec¬ 
table  and  commodious.  Are  we 
willing  to  recognise  that  there  ie 
a  point  in  building  church  houses 
beyond  which  lies  luxury  and  ex¬ 
travagance?  As  our  mission  boards 
expand  their  work,  are  they  ex¬ 
tremely  careful  that  every  outlay 
of  their  thousands  and  millions  b 
scrupulously  allocated?  We  have 
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great  confidence  in  them;  but  they 
can  all  be  careful  along  kith  all  our 
agencies,  not  to  develop  a  favored 
class  who  are  given  special  finan¬ 
cial  advantages.  We  must  be  just 
ax  diligent  in  tlie  use  we  make  of 
“all  lliat  money"  as  we  were  in 
teaching  and  training  our  |>eople 
to  give  “all  lliat  money."

Jesea  Christ  “  The  Apostle  Pool  here 
refers  to  Jeans  Chrtot  as  Gad.  which  ia 
contrary  to  the  belief  of  some  religious 
groups,  tor  instawre,  Unitarians 

Dr.  Robertses  said  (hat  be  was  dis¬ 
tinctly  disappointed  when  the  Ameri¬ 
ca  a  Revision  Committee  continued  In 
tMt  to  mis -translate  this  verse  at  Serip- 
tnre.  nod  some  others  like  it. 

“Jesus  Christ  IS  God."  declared  Dr. 
Robertson.  The  King  James  and  Ameri- 
ras  Revised  versions  translate  It  Peter 
l:t  .  .  .  “the  righteousness  of  God  and 
our  Saviour  Jeans  Christ:"  and  "the 
righteousness  of  our  God  and  tha 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ. ”  respectively.  In 
both  cates  the  reference  appears  to  be 
to  TWO  people,  rather  than  one  .at  tha 
Greek  ptatnly  Indicates. 

The  great  old  Greek  teacher's  hopes 
and  dreams  have  beeti  realised  In  the 
Revised  Standard  Version  Titus  2:U  is 
correctly  translated  .  .  “onr  great  God 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  ."  II  Peter  1:1 
Is  also  correctly  translated.  “  .  .  the 
righteousness  of  onr  God  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  "  Thank  God  for  the  tea-
